The meadows, which are 
chiefly to the ſouth and weſt, are about a mile in ex- 
tent; beyond which are hills of a moderate height, 
bounding the proſpect. 

The caſtern proſpect has likewiſe ſome hills at 4 
little diſtance; the valley growing conſidera bly nar- 
Tower towards the ſouth : but the north is open to co 
fields and encloſures for a conſiderahle extent, wit as 
any hill to intercept the air. It is waſhed by a number 
of ſtreams: on the eaſt, by the different branches of 
the Cherwel/; on. the fouth and weſt, by thoſe of the 
Thames all which meet, and } join a little helow the 
City, forming one beautiful river. The ſoil is dry, 
being on 2 hae gravel, which senders it not leſs health- 
ful than pleaſant. 

Before the Colleges were erected, the Students were 
inſtructed in the houſes of citizens, or in inns or halls, 
ſupported by benefactions from rich perlons, or thei; 
OW patrimony. 

Each College hath a Head or Superior to govern it, 
choſen for the moi? part from the Fellows of the So- 
cicty. The Dean and Canons of Chrift-Charch are 
nominated by the King. In all the Colleges y. 1 t only 
ſuch as are provided for by theu Founders and Benefac- 
tors, and many others of all eee as Noblemen, 
Sons of Noblemen, Baronets, Gentlemen- Commoner 8. 
and the Sons of Clergymen, Gentlemen, and Tradei- 
men, who live at their oven expenſe, but many deſery - 
ing young men, whoſe friends could not afford to fend 


them to the Univerlity, are ſupported by the aſſiſtancæ 
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of the Society, and who often riſe to conſiderable ſta- 
tions in the Church.

In the year 1597 Sir Thomas Bodley repaired the old 


Library of Humphrey Duke of Glouce/ter, and in 1599 
titted 1t for the reception of Books. An additional 
eaſtern gallery was begun by hin: in the your 1610, and 
another gallery on the weſt, projected by lum, was 
erected afterwards. He furniſhed the Library with 
fuch books as he could procure from all parts of the 
world, 

Sir T homas Bodley died Jan. 28. 1612, having pro- 
vided Salaries for the Officers, and keeping the Library 
in repair, He alſo left Statutes for the government of 
it, which were confirmed in Convocation, 

This Library has been prodigiouſly increaſed by many 
large and valuable bes of Greek and Oriental 
Manuſcripts as well as choice and uſeful Books; the 
principal Benefactors to which have been the Earl of 
Pembroke, Archbiſhop Lad (to whom alone it is in- 
debted for its ineſtimable Oriental Manuſcripts) Sir 
Thomas Noe, Sir Kenelm Digby, General Fairfax, Dr. 
HMdurfball, Dr, Barlow, Dr. Rawlinſon, Mr, Saint 
Amand, Mr, Godwyn, and large annual Purchaſes of 
madern Books at the expenſe of the Univerſity.

The prnci- 1 
pal Natural Curioſities are the Collection of Bodies,

Spirits; curious and numerous Specimens of Metals | 
and Minerals; Dr. Le/ter's Colk& torr of Shells, Ores, 
Foſſils, c. moſt of which are publiſhed in his SY 
Conchyliorum, and in the Phiicſophical Tranſactions. 
Its two brit Keepers were Dr. Robert Plott and Mr. 
Edward Lhwyd, the former of which depoſited here by. 
all his Natural Bodies mentioned in his Hiſtories of 
Stafforaſhrre aud Ixfordſhire; and the latter his Col. 4 
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Iections in his Travels through England, Hates, and 
Ireland. Mr. Borlace, Author of the Natural Hi iftory 
of Corwall, preſented alſo ta this Muſeum the Speci- 
mens of Chryſtals, Mundicks, Coppers, Pins, Oc. 
deſcribed in that W orc, 

The large Magnet, given by the Counteſs of en. 
morland, is of an oval Shape, 18 inches long, 12 wide, 
and ſupports a Weight of 145 Pounds. 

Three curious Ficces of Art deferve particular No- 
tice, V!Z. a Model of a Ship; a Picture of our 54- 
viour going to his Cruciticion, compoſed 5 the moſt 
beautiful lively Feathers ; and an ancient Piece of St.

The laſt and very entertaining Vrelent to this Col- 
lection, Was given by Mr. Reinhold Furſter, who went 
the firſt Voyage round the World with C r, Cook, 
conſiſting of a great Variety of the Wienutactures „ 
bits, Warlike Inſtruments, and an Idol, which be 
brought from the Iſland ot O Tabeitee and NrwZealand.

On che firſt Floor is the Apparatus for the Lectures 
in Experimental Philoſophy, where the Profeflor reads 
his Courtes of Lectures; as underneath is the grand 
Apparatus tor the preſent extenſive Lectures in Che- 


miſtry now eſtabliſhed in the Univerſity. 
CLAREN- 
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CLARENDON PRINTING-HOUSE. 


On the other Side of the Theatre, and North of 
the Schools, ſtands the Clarendon Printing- Houle, 
built in the Year 1717, with the Profits atiſing from 


the Sale of Lord Clarendon's Hiſtory ; the Copy of 


which was given to the Univerſity by the Lords Cla- 
rendon and Rocheſter, Sons to that noble Lord. It is 
a grand Edifice, 115 Feet in Length; and conſiſts of 
two lofty Stories. "Towards the Street is a magnifi- 
cent Portico in the Doric Order; the Height of the 
Columns being equal to the two Stories. This is 
anſwered on the oppoltte Side, next the Schools, by a 
Frontiſpiece ſupported by Three-Quarter Columns of 
the ſame Dimenſions ; and the Doric Entablature en- 
compaſſes the whole Building. On the "Top, are Sta- 
tues of the Nine Muſes ; and over the Entrance on the 
South Side a Statue of tne Earl of Clarendon. As we 
enter on this Side, on the Right-hand, are the Apart, 
ments where Bibles and Common Prayer Books are 
printed, under the Privilege and Appointment of the 
Univerſity. On the Left is the Univerſity Prefs ; and 
a well-Aniſhed  patment, where the Heads of Houſes 
and Delegates meet on the Buſineſs of the Univerſity. 


RADCLIFFE'S NEW LIBRARY, 


Southward of the Schools, in the Centre of a beau- 
tiful ea, ſtands the new or Radclivian Library; for 
the building whereof, that celebrated Phyſician Dr. 
Fobn Radeliſfe bequeathed the Sum of 40,000 . He 
fixed the Sallary of the Librarian at 1504. per Aunum; 
appropriated 1001. per Aunum to buy Books, and. 
100 J. per Annum to keep the Library. in. Repair. 

The Ruſtic Baſement, which is 100 Feet in Dia- 
meter from Outſide to Out ide, is a double Octagon 
or 16 Square; either of which Squares arc diftinguiſh-

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ed by their projection, and having over each a Pedi- 
ment or Frontiſpiece which form them into Gate-ways, 

The Superſtructure, raiſed upon this Baiement, is 
perfectly Cylindrical, and adorned with I hree-Quarter 
Columns of the Corrithian Order, which are ranged, 
not at equal Diſtances but in Couplets. Retween theſe 
there is an Alternacy of Windows and Niches all round: 
over the latter, next to the A chit one, are beautiful 


Feſtoons of Fruits and Flowrrs. The Entablature is 


much enriched with Carving: and over it is a Ballu- 
{trade ſurrounding the whole, finiſhed with Vaſes on 
the Piers perpendicular to the Columna. Above which 
is a Cupola 60 Fect high. Seven of the Gateways 
abovementioned are Entrances into the Pics or Ar- 
cade ; in the Center of witch within the Piers is 2 wide 
ipreading Dome; and without them, a Cloyiter almoſt 
encircling it. Over each of the Entrances is a Dome 
of ſmaller Dimenſions, curiouſly wrought with variety 
of Moſaic. The Eighth Gateway is appropriate to the 
Stair-Caſe, the well of which is oval; and tac Steps, 
which are of Stone, adhering to the Wall at one End, 
ſcem rather to be upheld by the Iron Rail that is upon 
them, than ſupported underneath at the other. Ihe 
Pavement is of differcat coloured Stone, brought from 
Hat, Foreſt in Germany. | 

'The Dome, which is 80 Feet high from the Pave- 
ment, is wrought in curious Compartinents in Stacco. 
It is chiefly lighted by Windows in the Cylindrie Part 
thereof : between which are Trelles of Fruits and 
Flowers. In the circular Part, without the Piers, are 
ine Book-caſes and Reading-tabies: The Gallery 
above is appropriated to the {me Ulzs as the circular 
Part bencath. Over the Door is a very good Statue 
of the Founder by Ry/brack. Over the Entrance 
of one of the Galleries is a Buſt of Gibbs, the Archi- 
tect. The firſt Stone of this ſuperb Building wa

Tivoli, in the Campania Romana. 
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laid May 17. A. D. 1737; and being compleatly fi- 
niſhed, it was opened on hu, April 13, 1749. 
In this 1 ibrary are a couple of Superb Roman Can- 
dleſtic Ks, of incomparable W orkmanſhip, given to the 
Univerity by Sir Roger Newdigate, Bart. They were 
found in the Ruins of the Emperor 4trian's Palace at 


TT ne Publick are indebted to Dr. Radclife's T ruitees 
for the building and compleatly furniſhing the PUB- 
LIC INFIRMARY at the North Side of the Ci Ity, 
which is maintaincd and ſupported by vol. untary Con- 
tributions. An inſtitution which in this place muſt 
be productive of very extentive Benefits, as, while it 
relieves the Poor, it ſerves for a School tor the Students 
in Phys 10.

in an advantageous ſituation, as it commands an ex- 
tenſwe Horizon, not incommoded by the I own, and 
which is now nearly completed, under the Direction 
of that great Artiſt Mr. Wyatt. The Eight-iind, 
after the Manner of the Te: vple at Athens. are ready 
to be placed on the third Story, as is the Atlas to be 
placed on the top. It is built in an open Field adjoin- 
ing to the North Side of the Infu mary; the Land a 
Benefaction of his Grace the Duke of Marlb: rough. 
The whole Building is 175 Feet in Length ; its 
Breadth from North to South in the Centre, excluſive 
of the Portico, is 57 Feet; and at cach V1 ing 24 F ect.

and erected, next to the Street, a parapet with Iron 
Palifades. 
The Gate-way i is juſtly eſteemed an elegant Piece 
of Architecture. The Deftgn is aſcribed to Inigo Jones; 
nor is it unworthy of that Architect. In the Center 
over the Arch is a Buſt of the Founder, Lord Danby. 
On the Left-hand of the Entrance is a Statue © 
CHARLES I. and on the Right one of CHARLES |]. 
On the Face of the Cor ana und the Prize is the fol- 
lowing Inſcription ; viz. Gloria Dei optini maxim 
Henori Caroli J. Regis in Uſum Academia et Reipubli- 
cœ Henricus Comes Danby, Ano 1622.

This uſeful Foundation has been much improved 

by the late Dr. Sh-rard, who of ovided a Salary for 
the Profeſſor, and brought from Snqrn a Valuable Col- 
lection of Plants ; and by the preſent learned Profeſſor 
who alſo reſided ſome Mears in the Eaſt, and has en- 
riched the Collection wich many new Articles, . 
Sherard built the Library adjoining to the Garden, 
and furniſhed it with a curious Colle® on of Botani- 
cal Books. The Eaſt End of this Building is the 
Apartment 
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Apartment for the Profeſſor The Aſſiſtant to the Pro- 
feflor is provided by the Univerſity ; he is generally 
ready to attend fuch Perſons as with to be more 
minutely inform'd as to the more ſcarce and curious 
ants. 


We proceed next to deſeribe and give ſome Account 
of the ſeveral Colleges; and as Magdalen College is 
the neareſt to the Place we laſt mentioned, nd the firſt 
we meet with in the Road from £Zond:n, it may be moſt 
convervent to begin with that College.

The Building on the left hand is the Preſident's

memory of two brothers of the name of Lyttleton, whe 
were drowned in the river Cherwell, one by cndea- 
v ouring to ſave the other.

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The Weſt Window, painted in Claro obſcuro, was 
done after a deſign of Schwartz, as appears by a print 
engraved by Sadelar from the Original. It repreſents 
the Reſurrection ; and, by the print, was certainly a 
grand deſign ; ; but the beauty of the Painting is much 
impaired. Lill the time of the Civil Wars, all the 
Windows were painted in the fame manner, "Theſe 
nowin the Chape] were removed thither from the Ante 
Chapel in 1741; but not being a ſuſhcient number to 
glaze the whole, two new ones have {1nce been added.

PPOSII E Queen's, on the South Side of tne 
High Strect, ſtands Univerſity College, The 
magnificent Front extends 260 feet. In it, at proper 
Diſtances, are two Portals, with a Tower over cach. 
'Fhat on the Weſt leads into the old Court, which is 
a handſome Gothick Quadrangle, of 100 feet ſquare. 
Over the Gate, at our Entrance, on che Outſide, is 
a Statue of Queen Anne, and within another of james 
II. Over the Eaſtern Entrance, on the Outſide, is a 
Statue of Queen Mary, Daughter to James II. On the 
South of the Weſtern Quadrangle are the Chapel and 


Hall. The Statue of St. Cuthbert is over the door of 


the Chapel. The Altar Window was given by Dr. 
Radcliffe, as appears, by its Inſcription, A. O. 1687, 
the other Windows are of ane old Painted Glaſe, well 
worthy Attention. The Roof of the Chapel is a well- 
wrought Frame of Norway oak. Ine Hall, at the 
Entrance of which is a Statue of King Alfred, has been 
arted up in a very beautiful Gothic Style, at the Ex- 
penſe of many generous Contributors, and is a moit 
complete Room of the Kind. 

From this Court, through a narrow paſlage on the 
aſt, we are led into anotleer Arca of three Sides, 80 
rect either Way. It is opencd to a Garden on the 
South. The Eaſt, and part of the North fide, is taken 
up by the Lodgings of the Mafter, which are commo- 
dious and extenſive. In a Niche over the Gate on the 
North, is a Statue of Dr. Radclifte. 

King Alfred in the Year 872, erected certain Halls 
in Oxtord, near, or on the Spot where this College 
ſtands; and gave the Students in them ſmall Penſions 
ſſuing from the Exchequer. But it is certain that theſe 
Halls were ſoon alienated to this Citizens, and that their 
Penſions were ſuppreſſed about the reign of the Con- 
queror. But the Founder of this College appears to be 
B 6 5 "Wuhan 
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WilliamArchdeacon of Durham, who purchaſing, A.ID. 
1219, one of the Halls which had been originally erect- 
ed by King Alfred, and very probably Ryled Univerſity 
Hall, of the Citizens, endowed it with lands. A So- 
ciety being thus eſtabliſhed, many other Benefactors 
improved the Revenues and Buildings. Of cheſe the 
moſt conſiderable are Walter Skirlaw, Biſhop of Dur- 
ham, who founded three Fellowſhips. Henry Piercy 
Earl of Northumberland, Lord of the Honour of 
Cockermouth, in 1442, added three Fellowſhiz's, tc 
be elected from the Counties of Durham, Carliſte and 
York, Sir Simon Pennet eftabliſhed four Fellowſhips 
and four Scholarſhips. 

As to the Buildings, the pre/>nt ſpacious and uni— 
form Structure began to be erected, A. D. 1634, by 
the Bene faction of Charles Greenwood formerly Fel- 
low, and was foon carried on by Sir Simon Bennet. No: 
were ſucceeding Patrons wanting to continue fo noble: 
Work; till it was finally compleated by Dr, John Rad- 
clifte, who erected the whole Eaſtern Quadranyle at bi- 
own Expenſe. He ſettled on the College 6001. 7 
Amnum, for two travelling Fellowſhips, Students ir 
Phy ſic, to improve the: niclves in the Medical Art.

0 hoiceneſs of the Collection, co: [iting greatly of ſcarce 
and f. foreign Books, make this eſteemed one of the beſt 
Libraries in Oxford. 

The Statue of that generous Benefactor Colonel Cod- 
rington, who was the Founder of the Librar „is erec- 
ted in the Middle, on a Pedeſtal of veined Marble; this 
part of the Building being twice the breadth of the reſt.

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The Colonel died in 1710, and the Statue was erected 
in 1730. 

The Hall is an eleganc Room, in which are the Por- 
traits of Archbiſhop Chichele, Founder; Colone! Cod- 
rington and Sir Nathaniel Lloyd. At the upper end of 
the Room, under the Founder's Picture, is a Piece 2 of 
Sir james Thornhill's, repreſenting the Finding of the 
Law, and Joſiah re ating his Clothes, from 2 Kings 
xXxii. 11. Over the Chlenneg. piece, Which is a very 
neat one of Dove- coloured Marble, is a Buit of thc 
Founder; on one fide of him Lv taker, and on the 
other John Leland, the famous Antiquary and Author 
of the Itinerar „de th members of this Sociegy. In the 
Hall is alſo a * of that Ornament to this Society 
and the Univerſity the late Mr. Juitice Blackſtone, 
executed by Bacon, This Room is ornamented with 
many other buſts, which are chietty Copies from an- 
tique Originals. 

The College * which was built with the Hall, 
is divided by a Paſſage; it is of an oval Form, with 

an arch'd Stone Roof of ver y curious Work. 

The Warden's Lodzings, which front the High- 
Street, and are contiguous to the reſt of the College, 
form a handſome H uſe. 

The Founder of this College, Dr. Henry Chichele, 
was born at H igham Ferrc As in! \N orthamptonſhire ; and 
having had his School Learning in that Low, was, 111 
the Year 1387, made by W liam of Wwyke cham, one 
of his firſt ſet of Fellows at New College in Oxford, 
where he took the decree of Doctor of Civil Law. 
He was Archdeacor of Sarum, and afterwards Chance! - 
lor of the ſame Church ; and becoming known to Hen 


ry IV. was ſent on ſeveral embathes by that Monarch, 


and advanced firſt to the Biſhopric of St. David's, 

which having continued five years, he was tranſlate. 
on July 29, 1414, to the Sce of Canterbury, of whic! 
he remained Archbiſhop twenty-nine years, He laid thc 
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Foundation of All Souls College in 1477; the Charter 

of Incorporation 1s dated May 20, 16 Henry VI. in 
which it is called Coll: prum Aninarum amnin m Hidelium 
1 5 jorum de Oxon. that i is, he College of the Souls 
al Faithful People deceaſed of Oxford. 

By the Statutes he gave this College, ne appointed 
fort ty Fellows, whereot twenty-tour were Jires £d to 
ſtudy Divinity and Philoſophy, and the other tixtcen 
the Civil and Canon Law. H. procured font King 
He -nry I. a grant of the lands and revenues of ſe- 
veral diſſolved priories to endow his College, and in 
his life-time erected the Chapel and all the reit of the 
original Buildings, which coft him 4545. and at his 
death gave to the Society the ſums of 174 /. 6s. 54. and 
100 marks. ; 

The moſt confiderable Benefactors have been Colonel 
Chriſtopher Codrington, Governor of the 1eeword 
Iſtands, and Fellow of Ail-Souls, alccady-mendond 1

which the Eaſt End of the Chapel ſeems to terminate. 
The Altar, which is partly built of Wood and partly 
painted, intercepting in ſome degree the View, greatly 
favours the Deception; particularly tv/olarge open Pan- 
nels in the lower Part thereof, which have a fine Effect. 
In the upper Part of the Altar-piece is a Frame and 
Pannel, wherein is repreſented the Salutationof the Vir- 
gin Mary; and above the Entablature hangs hovering a 
beautiful Cloud with great Numbers of Angets and 
Cherubs in various attitudes waiting the -return of 
the Angel Gabriel. The proper place to view it 
from to Advantage is the Entrace into the Choir, the 
Perſpective being contrived to anſwer that height and 
diſtance, Over the Communion Table is'an Original 
Painting of the celebrated Annibal Caracci, preſented 
to this College by the Earl of Radnor. The Subject 
of this Piece is the Shepherds coming to Chriſt im- 
mediately after his Nativity, The Virgin, Angels, 
and Shepherds, are repreſented as jointly celebrating 
the Nativity in the divine Hymn of G to Cod in 
be Higheft, c.“ The Compoſition and Drawing is 
admirable.

The Hall is at the North-eaſt Corner of the Qua- 
drangle. It is handſomely wainſcotted, and adorned 
with the Portraits of the Founder William of Wyke- 
ham, William of Wainfleet the Founder of Magdalen 
College who was Schoolmaſter of Wincheſter Col 
lege in the time of Henry VI, and Archbiſhop Chi- 
chele the Founder of All-Souls, a Fellow of this Col- 
lege in Wykeham's Life-time. 

The LIBRARY (ſituated on the Eaſt Side of the 
Quadrangle) conſiſts of two elegant Rooms, one ove: 
the other, 70 feet long and 22 broad; both of them 
wel! furniſhed with Books, and in the Library arc 
ſome valuable Manuſcripts. 

From hence we paſs through the middle Gate into 
the GARDEN-CouRT, which widens by Breaks as we 
approach the Garden. This Court is ſeparated from 
the Garden, by an Iron Gate and Paliſade, which ex- 
tend 130 feet in Length and admit of an agrecable 
Proſpect of the Garden through them. In the Garden 
is a beautiful Mount well diſpoſed, and covered with 
thick Shrubbery. Great Part of the Garden, as wel! 
as ſome Parts of the College, is encompaſſed by the 
City Wall, which ſerves as a Fence, and is to be 
traced with its Battlements and Baſtions along the 
North and South Boundaries of the College. 

At the South-eaſt Corner of the Garden we enter 
the BowLING-GREEN, which is neat and commodi- 
ous, Oppoſite to the Entrance is a Pavilion; on thc 
right Flowering Shrubs, and a Row of Elms to ſhade 
the Green ; and on the left a Row of Sycamores, which 
are a great Curioſity, being nearly incorporated from 
one End of the Row to the other, 

Having conducted our Reader to the furtheſt part of 
tne College, we would recommend a 208: o the 

- uilding 
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Building from the Garden, from' whence the lower 
Court has a very grand Effect, as from thence the 
Wings appear properly diſplayed, and the whole is 
ſeen at a convenient Diſtance. *I he Perſpective View 
annexed was taken from the Mount, 

This College was founded by William de FYykeham, a 
Native of Wykeham in Hampſhire, from whence he 
obtained the Name of /Zy4cham. His extraordinary In- 
tegrity recommended him to the higheſt I ruſt and Fa- 
vours of King Edward the Third. When young he 
was employed. by that King in moſt of the Buildings 
at that Lime carried on by the Crown, particularly in 
the rebuilding Windſor Cattle in the magnificent Farm 
in which it now appears. He was ſoon advanced to 
ſome of the moſt conſiderable Preferments in the 
Church, and in 1366 was conſecrated Biſhop of Win- 
cheſter, in the 43d Year of his Age. His Advancement 
i» the State kept Pace with his Preferment in the 
Church. He was conſtituted Chancellor of England, 
Sept. 17, 1367.

Figures admirably done. Ihe Windows on the Sides 
ſeem. to be of the ſame Workmanſhip; but the greateſt 
Curioſity in this Chapel is the Painted Cloth, if it may 
be ſo called, at che lower Part of the Altar, It is the 
only Work of it's Kind at preſent in Oxford. The 
Cloth, which is of an Aſh Colour, is the Medium ; the 
Lines and Shades are done with i brown Crayon, and 
the Lights with a white one; which being atterwards 
preſſed with hot Irons, cauiing the damp of the Cloth to 
incorporate with the Colours, las ſo axed them, as to 
de rendered Proof againſt a Bruſh when uſed to cleanſe 
it from Duſt; It was performed by Ifazc Fuller, who 
painted the Altai- piece at Magdalen College, and it is 
generally allowed to be a maſterly Drawing. The Kaſt 
repreſents the Lord's Supper; the North Abraham and 
Melchiſedeck; and the douth the Children of Iſrael 
gathering Manna. 

This College was deügned by Nicholas Wadham, 
Eſq; and built in Burſuance of his W ill, by Dorothy 
bis Widow, Anno 161 3, who appointed a Warden, 15 
Fellows, 15 Schalars, two Chaplains, and two Clerks;

The Hall is ſpacious and well-proportioned, 
adorned with Portraits of the Founder and his La, 
and of three Preſidents of the College, viz.

In the Library Windows are feveral Compartm os 
of fine old Painted Glaſs, much injured in foren 
Times. The Painted Glals in the original Chap!“ 
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this College, which is reported to have been remark- 
ably beautiful, was entirely deſtroyed by that Spirit of 
ſacrilegous Zeal ſo wantonly exerciſed by the Sons of 
Fanaticiſm in the Time of the Uſurpation, 
The ſecond Court, planned by Sir Chriſtopher 
Wren, was one of the firſt Pieces of modern Architec- 
ture which appeared in the Univerſity, It conſiſts of 
three Sides, the North and Welt of which are intend- 
ed to be raiſed and fiſhed in the manner with that on 
the South, The Opening to the Gardens, on the 
Faſt, has an agreeable Eftect. 
The Gardens are extenſive, and laid out in two Di- 
viſions.

Sir John Balliol, of Bernard Caſtle in Yorkſhire, - 
rather of John Balliol, King of Scotland, firſt deſigned 
the Foundation of this College for the E ducation of 
Scholars, to whom he gave yearly Exhibitiens ; but 
dying before he purchaſed Land, he recommended the 
Deſign to his Widow Devorguilla, Daughter of Ale 
ander III. King of Scotland, 'who frit ſettled the fe 
Exhibitions; and in 1284 purchaſed z 'Tenement for 
her Scholars of Ballin, and conveycd it to the Maſters 
and Scholars of this Houſe for ever for their Habita- 
tion, having obtained a Royal Charter for that Pur- 
poſe, She afterwards added icveral new Buildings to it, 
and ſettled Lands for the Maizitenance of the Scholars, 
dedicating her Foundation to the Honour of the Holy

held in Berkſhire. In the Center of cach Piazza is a 
magnificent Gateway, conſiſting principally of two 
Orders. 1. The Doric, which forms the Gateway itſeil, 
agreeable to that of the Piazzas. 2. The lonic, which 
ſapports a ſemicircular Pediment. Between four of 
theis Columns, viz. two on each Side, in a Niche, is 
a Braſs Statue; that on the Eaſt of King Charles I. 
and that on the Weſt of his Queen, caſt by Fanelli of 
Florence, That neither of the Greek orders might be 
wanting, the 3d, viz. the Corinthian, is very artfully 
introduced in the Conſtruction of the Niche. The 
whole is richly embelliſhed, and is the Detign of that 
celebrated Architect Inigo Jones. 

the Library includes the upper Story of the South 
and Eaſt Sides. The South Side is well ſtored with 
printed Books in all Faculties, regularly diſpoſed. The 
Eaſt with a moſt valuable Collection of Manuſcripts : 
in.which the Book caſes adhering to the Sides, form 2 
lpacious Gallery. Here are ſome valuable Curioſities, 
viz, the Picture of King Charles I. which has the whole

The Gardens are very extenſive, and laid out wit 
all thoſe Graces which ariſe from a ſucceſſion of Beau 
tics ſo diſpoſed as to ſtrike us gradually and unexpect- 
edly. The Celebrated Mr, Browne, by removing 
few embarraſſing, overgrown Cheſnut | rees, has 
changed the Aſpect of this Garden, that few Can = 
prefent vie with it. 

This College was founded by Sir T homas White. 
Alderman and Merchant - Taylor of London; who 2t- 
terwards, Anno 1 557, endowed it with feveral con{tde! 
able Manors, and at his Death bequeathed the Sum 
30001. to purchaſe Lands to increaſe the Revenues 
it. He originally deſigned Merchant -T aylors S$choo! 
in London as the only Seminary for this College; b. 
being of a more Public Spirit than to confine him“ 
to any one Place, he allowed two F eliowſhips to thi 
City of Coventry, two to Briſtol, two alſo to the Town 
of Reading, and one to unbridye.

ORCESTER College is plcaſantly ſituated 


on an Eminence, juſt above the Kiver Iſis 
and the Meadows, at the Extremity of the Weſtern 
Suburb. At entering the College, we have the Cha- 
pe! and Hall on each 8 Y; Side, both of which are 29 Feet in 
Breadth, and 50 in Length. The Library, wich is a 
magnificent lonic Þ difice, on the Weſt of the Cha pol 
and Hall, is 100 Feet in Length, ſupported by a ſpaci- 
ous Cloyſte er. It is furniſhed with a valuable Collec- 
tion-of Books, chiefly the Library of Dr. Clarke, late 
Fellow of AV-SouP's © ollege ; in which is [nigo Jones's 
Palladio, with his own Manuſcript Notes, According 
o the Plan propoſed, this College is to conſiſt of the 
Chambers of the Fellows and Scholars on the North 
and South, and the Gardens, which are to he on a 
Deſcent to the River, on the Weſt. The Apartment 
of the Provoſt is at the North-weſt Angle. From 
whence this College will enjoy not only the pleaſanteſt 
1 but be one of the moſt elegant >tructures in 
the Univerſity, eſpecially if the Society carry their De- 
hzn into execution of opening an Avenue from che 
College to Magdalen Pariſh Church. 
The College was tounded 4n729 1714, by Sir Thomas 
{-ookes, for a Provoſt, fix Fellows, and {x Scholars. 
Dr. Finney farther endowed it with two Fellow ſhips 
and two Scholarſhips for Students from Etaftordihire, 
Dr. Clarke founded ſix Fellowſhips and three dcholar- 
in PS, with a Preference to Clergymen's Sons.

Eaton, Daughter to Dr. Eaton, Principal of 
Gloceſter Hall, founded fix Fellowſhips. Lady Hol- 
ford gave two "Exhibitions of 200. a Year each, for

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This Houſe was formerly called Gloceſter College, 
being a Seminary for educating the Novices of Glocet- 
ter Monaſtery. It was founded A. D. 1282, by Johr 
Giftard, Baron of Brimsfield. When ſuppreſſed, at the 
Reformation, it was converted into a Palace for the 
Biſhop of Oxford; but yas ſoon afterwards erected into 
an Academical Hall, by Sir Thomas White, the Foun- 
der of St. John's College; in which State it continued. 
till it. received a Charter of Incorporation and an En. 
dowment from dir Thomas Cookes.

The Library is well furniſhed with Books in t1* 
feveral Arts and Sciences; and a very — Col. 
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lection of Claſſics, given by Edward Richards, Eſquire, 

Walter Stapledon, Biſhop of Exeter, Lord Treaſurer 
of England, and Secretary of State to King Edward II. 
1316, obtained a Charter for founding a College where 
Hertford College now ſtands ; but wanting room for 
che Buildings he deſigned, he removed his Scholars 
to the preſent Houſe, and gave it the Name of Staple- 
don-Hall, after his 'own Name. He founded a Society 
conſiſting of Thirteen, i. e. A Rector and twelve Fel- 
lows ; one of whom, the Chaplain, to be appointed by 
the Dean and Chapter of Exeter; eight to be elected 
out of the Archdeaconries of Exetcr, Totnes, and 
Barnſtaple in Devonfhire, and four from the Arch- 
deaconry of Cornwall. 

Among the ſubſequent Bene factors was Edmond 
Stafford, Biſhop of Exeter, who obtained Leave to alter 
the Name of this Houſe, and ſettled two Fellowſhips 
for the Dioceſe of Sarum. Sir William Petre in Queen 
Elizabeth's 'Fime obtained a new Charter and Statutes, 
founded eight Fellowſhips for ſuch Counties wherever 
he then had, or his Heirs at any Lime after ſhould 
have Eſtates ; which by this Time comprehends moſt 
of che Counties in England. King Charles I. added 
one Fellowihip for the Iflands of Jerfey and Guernſey, 
And by Mrs. Shiers's Benefaction, as completed and 
{ettled by Dr. Hugh Shortrige, two other Fellowſhips 
were added, confined to the Counties of Hertford and 
Surrey z beſides confiderable Augmentations to the 
Revenues of the Society, The lait Benefactor was the 
earned Mr. Joſeph Sanford, of Balliol College, who 
gave this Society his very valuable Library; for the 
Reception of which they in the Year 1761, erected a 
neat modern Edifice in a Part oi their Garden near 
{reir former Library.

In the Principal's Lodgings is a fine Picture of King 
Charles I. at full Length, by Vandyke ; and in the LI.

nal Pieces of Dr. Hugh Price, by Holben, Dr. Manell, 
Sir Leoline Jenkins, \ &c. Benefactors to this College 

Other Curioſities in this College are, 1. a mol 
magnificent Piece of Plate, the Gift of the late Sir Wat. 
kin Williams Wynn, Bart. for the Uſe of the F 1505 
Common Room. And 2. the Statutes of the Colle 
beautifully written upon Vellum, by the late Mr. Parry 
of Shipiton upon Stour, formerly fel low of this College. 

This College was founded by Queen Elizabeth, Is ö 
Charter bearing Date the A. of June, 1571, for 2 
Principal, eight Fellows, and eight Scholars. The 
Queen, at the Requeſt of Hugh Price, LL. D. a Na 
tive of 8 and TI rcaſurer of the Church of 8. 
David's, granted her Royal Charter of F eee 
and a certain teligious Houſe or Cell called Whiteha)!, 
(which before the Diſſolution of Monaſteries belong ©: 
to the Priory of St. Frideſwide) for the Site of th- 
College, together with ſuch Timber and other Mate 
rials as ſhould be wanting for the building of it, o. 
of her Majeſty's Foreſts of Shotover and Stowe.

The firſt Endowment of this College was by De. 
Hugh Price abovementioned, who, by Deed bearing 
Date the laft Day of. the ſaid Month of June, 1571, 
conveyed to the College by the Stile and Title of He 
Principal, Fellows and Scholars of Jeſus College, within 
the City and Univer/tty of Oxfora, of Queen Elizabeth's 
Foundation, certain Lands, Mefſuages ard Fenements 
in the County of Brecknock, of the Value of about 
160 J. per Annum, for the Maintenance and Support of 
a Principal, eight Fellows, and eight Scholars, being 
the Number limited in the Original Charter of Foun- 
dation; though by Charters ſince granted at different 
Times, and the Munificence of ſubſequent Bene fac- 
tors, the Number of Fellows and Scholars is now more 
than doubled. 

The principal Benefattors after Dr. Hugh Price, who 
may in ſome Meaſure be called the Founder of this 
originally little Society, were, Sir Eubule 'T'helwal, Kt. 
Principal of the College, who, beſides his Contribu- 
tions towards the Buildings, carried on under his Di- 
r2c0N, increaſed the Number of Fellows from eight 
to ſixteen; Dr. Francis Manſell, who was thrice 
Principal; Sir Leoline Jenkins; King Charles J. 
Dr. Griffith Lloyd, and many others. | 

The Society now conſiſts of a Principal, 19 Fellows 
and 18 Scholars, beſides a conſiderable Number of 
Exhibitioners, in all eighty or ninety, 95 


Viſitor. The Earl of Pembroke, 


LINCOLN COLLEGE. 


S ſituated between All- Saints Church and Ex- 

eter College. It conſiſts of two Courts. "I he 

hiſt, which we eater under a Tower, is-formed by the 
Rector's Lodgings on the South-Eaſt Angle, the Li- 
»rary-and Common Room on the North, and Refec- 
tory on the Eaſt, the Si des of which are 80 F cet ow 
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The Inner or South Court has alſo a Gate into the 
Street; and is a Square likewiſe, but leſs than the 
other, being 70 Feet each Way. 
The Hall is a handſome Edifce about 40 Feet long, 
25 broad, and of a proportionable Height. It was new 
wainſcoted in 1701, chiefly by the Benefaction of the 
late Lord Crewe, Biſhop of Durham, whoſe Arms are 


placed over the Middle of the Screen, as are thoſe ©: 


the reſt of the Contributors over other Parts of the 
Wainſcot. 

Ihe Library is a very neat Room in the North Sid: 
of the Outer Court, over the Common Room. It bz. 
been new fitted up, ſaſhed and wainicoted at the Ex 
penſe of Sir Nathaniel Lloyd, Ent. ſometime Com 
moner of this College, and afterwards Fellow of A! 
Souls. It is well furniſhed with Books, and there ar- 
in it ſome ancient and valuable Manuſcripts. 

There is a good Half-length Picture of Piſhop Cres 
at the Well end of it, and another of Sir Nathan 
Lloyd. 

But what is moſt taken Notice of in this College, 
is their Chapel, which is ſituated on the South Side 
the Inner Court. "The Screen of it is of Cedar, hnc'y 
carved, and is mentioned by Dr. Plott as a great Cur:- 
oſity. The Windows are entirely of Painted Glats, 
which there is a large one over the Altar, and fo. 
leſler on each Side. j n thoſe of the South Side arc tc 
Figures of the 'I welve Apoſtles, three in each M. 
dow, as large as Life. in the firſt Window whic: 
is next the Altar, are Peter, Andrew, and James 
Greater: In the 2d, John, Philip, and Bartholome» 
In the 3d, Matthew, Thomas, and James the Lets 
the 4th Jude, Simon, and Matthias. 

On the other Side over againſt theſe, are ther 
gures of twelve of the Prophets. In the firſt Windo, 
or next to the Altar, arc David, Daniel, and Elij⸗ a 
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In the 2d, Ifaiah, Jeremiah, and Ezekiel: in the zd, 
Amos, Zechariah, and Malachi: In the 4th, Eliſha, 
Jonah, and Obadiah. 

The Eaſt Window, which is over the Altar, contains 
the Types and Anti- types of our Saviour. It is divided 
into ſix Partitions: In the firſt, reckoning from the North, 
tlie Creation of Man in Paradiſe ; and over it the Na- 
tivity of our Saviour. In the 2d, the Paſſing of the IC 
taelites through the Red Sea; and over it, our Saviour's 
Baptiſm : In the zd, the jewiſh Paſſover ; and over it, 
the Inſtitution of the Lord's Supper: In the 4th, the 

evation of the Brazen Serpent in the Wilderneſs ; and 

over it, our Saviour's Crucifixion : In the 5th, Jonas 
delivered out of the Whale's Belly; and over it, our 
vaviour's Reſurrection : In the 6th, Elijah going to 
tleaven in the Fiery Chariot; and over it, dur Saviour's 
Aſcenſion, 

The Cieling, which is of Cedar, is embellithed with 
the Arms of the Founders and the Principal Benefactors; 
intermixed with Cherubims, Palm-branches, Feſtoons, 
&c. beautifully painted and gilt. 

The Chapel was built in 1630, by Dr. John Williams; 
it chat time Biſhop of Lincoln, and atterwards Arch- 
biſhop of Vork; of whom Memorials are to be ſeen in 
ſeveral Places. 

This College was firſt founded by Richard Flemming, 
vie was born of a good Family in Yorkſhire, Ile was 
educated in this Univerſity, of which he war two Years 
Proctor, being then Fellow of Univerſity College. In 
1420, he was made Biſhop of Lincoln by King Henry 
V. and died in 1431. He obtained the Charter of In- 
corporation of King Henry VI. in the fixth Year of bis 
Reign; and in 1429 eſtabliſhed a College, conſiſting of 
Rector and ſeven Fellows, to whom Ke appropriated 
Stipends. 

In the Lear 1478, Thomas Scott, alias Rotherham, 
then Biſhop of Lincoln, conſidering the Imperfecl State 
of this Foundation, obtained 2 new Charter of King 
Edward IV. by Virtue whereof, he added hve other Fel- 
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lowſhips to the ſeyen before founded, annexed to the Col. 

lege wo Rectories, and gave them a Body of Statutes, 
in Which be limits the Choice of the Fellows to the Pio 

ceſes of Lincoln and Vork, all except one; whom hr 
would have to be of the Dioceſe of Wells. | 

But a greater KenefaCtor to this College was the Right 
Honourable Nathaniel Lord Crewe, late Biſhop of DG 
ham, who being preſent in the Year 1717, after contr:. 
buting liberally to the Buildings which were then carry ing 
on at Chriſt Church, Queen's, Worceſter, and All- Louis 
Colleges, and to the finiſhing of All- Saints Church, {cr 
tled by Way of a Rent-Charge free from all Deduction: 3 
whatſoever, iſſuing out of his Manors in Northumber 4 
land and Durham, twelve Exhibitions of 20 J. per A. 
num each, for Commoners of this College, whom 
would have to be che Sons of Gentlemen; and made 4 
conſiderable augmentation to the annual Stipends of 
Re ctor, Fellows, Scholars, Bible Clerk, and the Ch: 
lains of the four appropriated Churches. 

The laſt Benefactor was the late Dr. Hutchias, whe 
Had been many Years Rector, and who augmented 
Incomes of the Scholars, and Exhihitione-s.

ORPUS-CHRISTI College ſtands between Chriſt 

Church on the Weſt, Merton College on the Eaft, 
and Oriel, College on the North ; conſiſting of one Qua- 
drangle, an elegant Pile of Modern Buildings, erctted 
in 1706 by Dr. Turner, who was Preſident of the Col. 
lege, in which are pleaſant and Conunodious Rooms 
which look into Merton and Chrift-Church Meadows. 
ard u Cloyſter adjoining ; alſo a neat Structure which 
looks Eaſtwards, towards Merton College Grove, which 
are the Apartments appropriated to Gentlemen Com- 
moners, whoſe Number the Founder has confined to Si... 

On the Eaſt Side of the Quadrangle is the Hall, which. 
18 go Feet long, and 25 broad, and of a proportionable 
Height, with beautiful Gothic Rafters. 

The Cylindrical Dial in che Quadrangle is ſet at Right 
Angles with the Horizon, the Common Sections where- 
of, with the Hour Circles, except the Meridian Circle 
that divides it by the Axis, as alſo the Equinoctial, are 
all Ellipſes, and is a fine old Piece of Hennen, Ou 
the Column is a perpetual Kalendar. 

The Chapel, is 20 Feet in Length, and 25 in 3 h. 
the Altar-Piece and Screen are of Cedar. 

The Library is well furniſhed with Books, particular!) 

a large Collection of TraQs from the Reformation (0 
the Revolution ; about 300 MSS ; an Englith Bible, ſup 
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poſed to be older than Wicklifte's; a Parchment Roll 
containing the Pedigree of the Royal Family, and the ſe. 
veral Branches of it, from King Alired to Edward VI, 
with their Arms blazoned, figned by the King at Arms ; 
and ſeveral other Curioſities, particularly an ancient Ma- 
nuſcript Hiſtory of the Bible in French, finely decorated 
with curious Painting, given by General Oglethorpe, 
who was a Member of this College; and allo a very va- 
haable Collection of the firſt Editions of the Claſſics. 
They ſhew here alſo the genuine Crofier of the Founder, 
2 Piece of curious W orkmanſhip, little impaired by Time, 
This College was founded in the Year 1516, by Dr, 
Richard Fox, a Native of Ropeſley, near Grantham in 
Lincolnſhire, who was ſucceſhively Biſhop of the Sees of 
Exeter, Bath and Wells, Durham and Wincheſter, and 
was likewiſe Lord Privy Seal to King Henry VII. and 
Henry VII. He firſt intended it only as a Seminary tor 
the Monks of the Priory or Cathedral Church of St. Swi- 
thin at Wincheſter, and obtained a Charter for that End; 
hut altered his Mind by the perſuaſion of Hugh Oldham, 
Biſhop of Exeter, who engaged to be a Bene tactor to the 
Houſe on condition that he would convert it into a College 
for the Uſe of ſecular Students, atter the Manner of other 
Colleges in the Univerſity: Whereupon Biſhop Fox cau- 
{ed the firſt Charter to be cancelled, and obtained another, 
whereby he was permitted to found à College for the Stu- 


dy of Divinity, Philoſophy, and other liberal Arts, 


The Statutes for the Government of this Society ordain 
at the Fellows ſhould be elected out of the Scholars, 
who are to be choſen from the Counties or Dioceſes fol- 
wing, Viz, two Surry, three Hampſhire, one Durham, 
vo Bath and Wells, two Exeter, two County of Lincoln, 
to Gloucetfterſhire, one Wiltſhire, or (in Pefect of a Can- 
didate) the Dioceſe of Sarum, one County of Bedford, two 
County of Kent, one County of Oxford, one Lancaſhire. 

Among the BenetaQors was Hugh Oldham, Chaplain to 
Margaret Counteſs of Richmond, and afterwards Bulhop of 
Lxeter who gave ſeveral Eſtates for the Endowment of it, 

Walliem Froft, Steward to the Founder; John Clay. 
mond 
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mond, the firſt Prelident of this College; and Robert 
Morwent, ſecond Preſident, gave to the College ſeveral 
Portions of Lands, 

The preſent. Members of this Society are a Prefident, 
20 Fellows 2 Chaplains, 20 Scholars, 4 Exhibitioners, 
and 6 Gentlemen Commoners.

ERTON College is fituated Eaſt of Corpus Chriſti, 
' from which it is ſeparated by a ſmall Grove of 
Elms, and coniifts of three Courts. The largeſt, or inne 
Court, is 110 Feet long, and 100 broad, and was erec- 
ted in 1610, from whole Appartments on the South there 
15a pleaſant Proſpect over the Meadows. The Terracc 
in the Gardens, formed on the City Wall, is no leſs wel! 
ſituated for a Proſpect. ' The Gardens, by their pleaſing 
Variety, are generally much reſorted to in Summer. 

The Chapel, at the Weſt End of the firſt Court, i. 
likewiſe the Pariſh Church of St. John Baptiſt de Mer. 
ton. It is one of the largeſt and beſt proportioned Gothic 
Structures in the Univerſity, 100 Feet in Length and 3+ 
in Breadth, and has a very capacious Tower, and Ante 
Chapel. But large as it is at preſent, it has been though: 
from its whole Appearance, and from the Form and Man. 
ner of the Arches cloſed up in the Wall of the Weſt End, 
on each Hand of the great Window, to have been buil: 
with a View to a farther Addition of a Nave and Side 
Aiſles, the preſent Building being no more than the Choir 
and Croſs-Aifle, Such a Defign was more eaſy to be mad 
than executed, and after all; moſt likely reached no tar- 
ther than the carrying on the Building, as far as it went 
in the Cathedral Manner. 

In the Chapel are the Monuments of Sir Thomas Bod - 
ley, Sir Henry Saville, Biſhop Earle, and ſome others. 
In the Ante-Chapel, by the North Door, is that of N 
Anthony Wood the famous Antiquary. And near t. 

zntrance into the Chapel is a very neat, though ſmal. 
one, for the late Warden Dr. Wyntle. 
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In the Hall, to which we aſcend by a flight of Steps, is 
a well-imagined Picture, by the late Dr. Wall, tepreſen- 
ting the Expuliion of idle Monks to make room for the 
liberal Education of Youth defigned by the Founder. 

The Library 1s in the ſmall old Quadrangle, fouth ef 
the Chapel, and is well furniſhed with ancient and mo- 
dern Books, and ſome Manuſcripts, 

This Society, conſiſting of a Warden and hout the {ame 
Number of Scholars or Fellows as at preſent, was firſt pla- 
ced at Maldon in Surrey, (but with 2 Proviſon for the 
Abode and Refidence of the chief Part of them here in Ox- 
ford) Anno 1264, the 48th Year of King Henry the Third, 
by Walter de Merton, ſometime Lord Chancellor of Eng- 
and. The Inftrument of Endowment, with the Statutes 
under the Broad Seal, the Founder's, the Biſhop of the 
Dioceſe's, and that of his Chapter, are at this time in the 
College Treaſury, and deemed to be the firſt Charter of 
the Kind in Europe. The Statutes were finally eſtabliſhed 
under the Broad Seal and his own, Aune 1274, the ſecond 
of the Reign of King Edward the Firſt, 

Such was the Original! of this ancient Society, by theſe 
Charters, above hve hundred Years fiace, incorporated, 
and endowed with almoſt all the Lands they at this Time 
poſſe!s, and provided with the fame Statutes by which, 
without any Alteration or Addition, they are now governed. 

Theſe, by the Recourſe had to them, were of much Uſe 
to the Atfter-Foundations both here and in Cambridge. 
Aud with ſo much Prudence was this College. founded, 
that King Edward the Firſt recommended it to Hugh de 
Balſam, Biſhop of Ely, as a model for his intended Mu- 
nikcence in Cambridge, according to which Peter-Houſe, 
ite firſt College, was atterwards erected in that Univerſity, 
And farther, it is ſaid of the Founder of Merton College, 
tat though in reality he was the Founder of only one, by 
'.xample he was the Founder of all other Colleges. 

The Poſt-maſters in this Houle are of a diſtiatt and dif- 
ferent Foundation, which took Place about an hundred 
Years aſter the other, The Number, and their Revenues, 
tave been ſince increaſed by ſeveral Benefactors.

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Beides the Poſt Maſters, there are now four other 
Scholars df the Foundation of Mr. Henry Jackſon, late 
of this College, which commenced in 1753. 

In the Election of a Warden, the Fellows chooſe three 
Perſons whom they preſent to their Viſitor, the Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury, who appoints one of them. 

The preſent Members are a Warden, twenty four Fel- 
lows, fourteen Poſt-Maſters, Mr. Jackſon's tour Scholars, 
two Chaplains, and two Clerks : the whole Number ou 
Students of ell Sorts being about eighty.

The Church of this College, which is the Cathedral 
of the Dioceſe, is on the Eaſt of the Grand Quadran- 
ole, a venerable Structure, originally the Church of St. 
Frideſwide's Monaſtery. The Roof of the Choir is a 
beautiful Piece of Stone-work put up by Cardinal Wol- 
ſey, who alfo rebuilt the Steeple, The Eaſt Window 
was painted by Mr. Price, ſenjor, of London, aiter a 
Deſign of Sir James Thornhill, repreſcnting the Epi- 
phany. In the Jormitory, which is anAiſle on the North 
Side of the Choir, is the Tomb of St. Frideſwide, who 
died A.D. 739. At the North Corner of the Weſt End 
is a Window curicuily painted, repreſenting St. Peter 
delivered out of Priſon by the Angel: Beſide the prin- 
cipal Figures, there are 2 conſiderabſe Number of Ro- 
man Soldiers in various fleeping Attitudes, admurab! 
well drawn : And, though a very final] Portion of the 
Glaſs is ſtained, the Colours are brilliant, and the 
Whole appears very lively. It was painted by J. Oli- 
ver, ih his Eightieth Year, and given by him to the 
College in the Fear 1700. In this and other Parts of 
the Church are ſome Monuments, no Jeb remarkable 
{or their elegant Inſcriptions than their beautiful Strue- 
ture. In the Aiſle, South of the Choir, is a good Portrait 
in the firſt Window of Robert King, who was the 
lait Abbot of Oſeney, and the firſt Biſhop of Oxford. 

In the Tower are ten celebrated Bells, brought from 
Oſeney Abbey, as was the great Bell called Tom, 
abovementioned. 

in this Church, Choir Service is performed every 
Day at Ten and Five; except on Sundays and Holi- 
Jays, when it is at Eight in the Morning, 
Three Sides of Peckwater Court are uniform, 
deh&ned by Dr. Aldrich, then Dean, as eminent 
tor his Skill in Architecture as for his Knowlege 
i! moſt other Branches. Each Si, contains 15 Win- 
cows in Front. The lower Story is Ruſtic, in which 
ire three Entrances, The ſecond Story, and the Artic

. dows in each Side is 2 beautiful Pediment, which pro- 
Jects, ſupported by three- quarter Columns of the ſame 
Order, as the Entablature and Balluſtrade of the othc: 
Parts are by Pilaſters, - On the fourth Side of this 
Court is a magnificent. LI R ARX, 141 Feet long, built 
in the Corinthian Order, the Pillars of which are four 
Feet in Diameter. Underneath was intended a Plaz 
opening to the Square, with ſeven Arches, and an A 
cent of three Steps running the whole Length of t:c 
Building. This Deſign has been f:nce altercd, for the 
more convenient Reception of the great collection o. 
Rooks belonging to the College. Ihe Wainicoting, 
Book-caſes, and Stucco Work, as well on the sta 
cafe as in the Rooms of the Library, are very big, 
Aniſhed, particularly che beautiful Feſtoons in Stucy, 
charged with tymbolical Imagery, ſeverally repreſen. 
ing the particular Branch of Literature contained be- 
neath. At each End are Marble Buſts, one of Dr. 
'Boulter, late Primate of Ireland; the other of I. 
Freind, late Maſter of Weſtminſter School, Ir 
lower Apartments, both to the right and left, arb 
polited the celebrated Collection of Pictures given 0 
the College by General Guiſe; among which are ſon e 
from the Collection of King Charles .

In the lower Room alſo on the Right Hand is a 
Buſt of General Guiſe over the Door; - and on the 
Left is one of the Hon. and Rev. Dr. Trevor, late 
Biſhop of Durham; and in the Entrance to the Stair- 
Caſe are Buſts of the late eminent Phyſicians: irs 
Frewin and Lee. Fronting the Stair Cate is an ele- 
gant Statue of Dr. Robinſon, the preſent Primate of 
ireland : And upon a Pedeſtal, in the Receſs on the 
North Side of the upper Apartment, is an admirable 
Statue of Mr, Locke, formerly Student of this Houle, 
by Reoubillac. . 

Canterbury Court, once Canterbury College, is now 
moſt clegant!y rebuilt, from a Plan ſuitable to Peck- 
water, with a ſuperb Gateway, uncer the Direction of 
Mr, Wyatt, by the munificence of the preſent Frimate 
ot ſreland, and other Benefactors. 

The Chaplain's Court is ſituated South-eaſt of the 


grand Quadrangle, on the North Side whereof is a

large Building of new Chambers; the Walls of which 
was the Hall or Refectory of St. Frideſwide's Priory, 
The Court of the Grammar School is South of the 
great Quadrangle, having the Hall on the North Side 
of it : Under Part of the Hall is the Spacious Common 
Room, in which over the Chimuey- piece is an excellent 
ul by. Ryſbrach, of Dr. Buſby, formerly Maſter of 
\ Weſtminſter School, and a contiderable Benefadtor to 
the College, Round the Room are the Pictures of ſeve- 
ral of the Maſters of the ſame School, and other emi- 
nent Members cf the Society. On the South Side 
t5 the new Anatomical Theatre, erected and endowed 
by the late Dr. Lee, Phyſician to King George the 1]. 
i the Expence of 20,0001. with a proper Stipend to 
the Lecturer, &c, In it is a fine Collection of Ana- 
romical Preparations and Injections. The Wide 
Gravel Walk, ſhaded on each Side with Elms, de- 
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ſerves. our Notice, being a Quarter of a Mile in 
Length and of a proportionable Breadth. It commands 
a Sight of Lord Harcourt's'Seat, a pleaſant Proſpect of 
the Meadows, the I hames, and ſome adjacent Villages. 

This College was founded by Cardinal Wolſey, 
upon the Place where formerly ſtood the Priory of St. 
Frideſwide, which, and ſeveral other religious Founda- 
tions, were diſſolved, in order to endow the new Col- 
lege intended by the Cardinal. The Deſign was far 
from being compleated at the Time of the Cardinal's 
Difgrace, little more being built than the Eaſt, South, 
and Part of the Weſt Sides of the Great Quadranglo, 


and the Kitchen. And as to the Foundation itſelf, hat- 


ever it might be at chat Time, tis certain it was af- 
terwards leſſened, and the Form of it altered two or 
three times by the King, The Diſgrace of the Cardi- 
val happened in the Year 1529, when the King ſeize 
upon this College, as well as the other Eftates belony- 
ing to the Cardinal, In the'Year 1 532, at the nſtanc: 
oft o Cromwell, the King new-modelled the Foun. 
dation, and gave it the Name of King Henry 15: 
Eighth's College. This was ſuppreſſed in 1545, and +; 
the Year following the Epiſcopal See was remove. 
from Oſeney to this College, and the Church of 8. 
Frideſwide conſtituted a Cathedral, by the Name ©: 
Chriſt's Church. 

This Foundation has continued in the fame Form 
ever ſince. It conſiſts of a Dean, eight Canons, 10 
Students, part of which are elected annually fron: 
Weſtminſter School, and the other Vacancies, as the. 
happen, are filled up by the Dean and Canons; 8 Clap 
lains, 8 Singing-Men, and as many Choriſters, 
School-maſter, an Organiſt, &c. Since the Time 0:

Labyrinth of extraordinary contrivance, for the Habi- 
tation of his Concubine Fair Roſamond. This roinan- 
tic: Retreat, commonly ſtyled Fir Roſamana's Bower 
was: ſituated on the Hill; to the North- weſt of the 
Bridge, above a remarkable Bath, or Spring, called at 
preſent Roſamond's Well.
